Israel will authorize 
West Bank settlement 


TEL AVIV, Jan. 9 (Agen- 
cies) — The government of 
Prime Minister Menahem Be- 
gin indicated Tuesday it will 
permit the establishment of a 
new Jewish settlement in the 
occupied West Bank in the near 
future. 

No definite tone or place 
was set for the settlement, but 
Begin was reported in favor of 
the establishment of the settle- 
ment within two months. 

Such a move will end a freeze 
on new settlements imposed 
with the signing of the Camp 
David peace accords Sept. 17. 

The government pledged its 
intention to change Ks policy 
to a group of uUranationaiist 
settlers who had been camping 
near an army roadblock in the 
occupied West Bark since Dec. 
31 when troops stopped their 
attempt to create an unauth- 
orized -outpost. 

“They will be recognized as 


a group which can settle iu 
the near future, but the time and 
place have not been set for 
their settlement,” government 
source said. The sources 
stressed toe final decision for 
the settlement would be decided 
by the cabinet. 

The group left the road- 
block Monday after receiving 
the pledge from Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon. He told 
them .Begpn favors the estab- 
lishment of the settlement with- 
in two months. 

“This was a satisfactory and a 
positive decision,” a spokesman 
for the settlement group which 
belongs to the radical Gush 
Emunim (bloc of the faithful) 
movement. “The government 
is not evading the possibility 
of settlement, but the contrary.” 

He said the movement sees 
the planned settlement as the 
first gtep in a program to bring 
300,000 Jews to the West Bank. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 
(Agencies) — In a policy shift, 
the United States has advised 
the Shah that his temporary 
departure from the country 
would improve the prospects 
for a restoration of order, U.S. 
officials said Tuesday. 

The sources, who asked not 
to be identified, saijjL the dr- 
cision was reached after it be- 
came apparent that the instal- 
lation of a new civilian go- 
vernment was not producing 
a significant easing of ten- 
sions in Iran. 

Other sources said the UJS. 
position amounts to a defacto 
recognition that the Shah’s de- 
parture would be permanent 
since his return to Iran could 
trigger off a new wave of 
strikes and violence. ' 

Since taking office last Sa- 
turday, toe government of 
Prime Minister Sbahpour 
Bakhtiar has been plagued by 
continued street unrest, strik- 
es and attacks from opposi- 
tion groups which have accus- 
ed Bakhtiar of selling out to 
the monarchy. 

According to sources, toe 
Shah’s departure also could 
defuse Iran's ofl industry 
strike, which has led to a 
suspension of ofl. exports for 
the past several weeks and 
caused considerable concern in 
the United States and other oil 
importing countries. 

Reports from Tehran In re- 
cent days have indicated that 
toe Shah plans to leave the 
country on a vacation bat 
there has been no official 
confirmation. 

The sources said that the 
policy change was telephoned 
to U.S. Ambassador WfiBiam 
Sullivan, who lattes almost 
daily to the Shah in Tehran. 
His former instructions were 
to be noncommital on the 
subject of the Si ah leaving or 
staying. 

Jn the present situation, -t 
is regarded as unlikely that 
the Shah would return to Iran, 
so even a short “vacation"

Soviets recognize new Cambodia regime 


BANGKOK, Jan. 9 (R) — The Soviet Union Tuesday 
rooguzfid the Peoples ?tevdutionary Council, set up in 
Phnom Penh Monday, as toe legal government of Cambodia- 

The official news agency Tass said in Moscow -that a 
message from Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev and Premier 
Alexei Kosygin described the council as “toe sole legitimate 
government of Kampuchea (Cambodia).” 

The Kremlin leaders addressed their greetings to the 
chairman of the ejgW-member^ council, Heng Samrin, it said. 

They extended congratulations on behalf of toe Supreme 
Soviet (parliament), the Soviet government and people on “the 
victory of the revolutionary patriotic forces,” it added. 

Earlier Tuesday, Vietnam and Laos recognized the 
Peoples Revolutionary Council, as the legal government of 
Cambodia. 

In Phnom Penh, the eight-member council announced its 
formation after a two-week blitzkrieg by Cambodian rebels 
backed by Vietnam swept the Khmer Rouge government of 
Prune Minister Pol Pot out of the city on Sunday. 

The council claims it controls the whole of Cambodia 
but Western diplomatic sources in Bangkok said there were 
still large areas of the country — in the north, northwest, west 
and southwest — not in toe hands of the insurgents or their 
Vietnamese allies. 

Military sources reported small arms and light artillery fire 
during the night and two aircraft identified as Soviet-built 
MiG-2Is — a type known to have been supplie d to Vietnam — 


■ toopped three bombs on the Thai! side of toe frontier Tuesday 
afternoon. No damage was caused. 

The Western sources could not confirm reports of wides- 
pread airs tries in Cambodia by the Vietnamese air force, but 
said they felt it likely that bombing was still going on.

The Vietnamese push on the capital was so fast that many 
government units were bypassed and it was likely that air- 
strikes against them and units in other areas not involved 
in toe assault were continuing, they said.

In a series of recommendations issued here Tuesday 
evening to improve commercial cooperation between Gulf 
countries as a first step toward the formation of a Gulf 
“common market,” the ministers approved a proposal by Saudi 
Arabia that it study the feasibility of a multilateral trade and 
economic treaty between Gulf countries. This would eventually 
abrogate present bilateral agreements. 

The ministers offered encouragement for the speedy for- 
mations of a Gulf Chamber of Commerce, possibly at the

They also recommended a study on coordinating trade re- 
gulations and methods in Gulf countries. Both studies will be 
submitted to the ministers at their conference next year in 
Kuwait. 

At the same time, obstacles to trade caused by varying standards 
and specifications in manufactured and other goods are to be 
examined ax a special meeting of the standards organizations 
of the Gulf countries. The meeting's findings will be submit- 
ted to the Kuwait conference. 

Food 

Regarding food imports, on which all Gulf countries, 
are heavily dependent, (he ministers proposed a survey of in- 
dividual requirements for possible joint import of major 
bulk needs. This will enable Gulf countries draw up a com- 
mon policy for creating a strategic stockpile of food- 

A committee of food importers will be set up to examine 
the question. 

The conference also called for coordination in positions 
m such international trade forums as the United Nations Con- 
ference on Trade and Development (UNCTADj and the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Trade and Tariffs (GATT). 
The mimsfexs aligned themselves with the demands of the 
developing countries for a “common fund” to maintain price 
of raw materials. The ministers further noted the need for 
a suitable climate for the sale of Gulf manufactured products 
when the major petrochemical projects come onstream. 

The ministers also proposed stricter monitoring of trade 
malpractices by foreign firms and shipping companies through 
individual chambers of commerce (and eventually the Gulf 
chamber) and stronger deterrent measures.

Letelier case jury selection begins 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 
(.AP) — With • bomirsniffing 
dogs patrolling the federal 
courthouse, jury selection be- 
gan Tuesday in the trial of 
three anti-Castro Cubans ac- 
cused in the assassination of 
former Chilean diplomat Or- 
lando Letelier. 


Before selection of 12 jurors 
and six alternates got under* 
way, lawyers were prepared to 
argue motions to suppress evi- 
dence seized by foe FBI from 
a building leased by (be defen- 
dants. 

The extraordinary se c urity. 
which includes metal detectors. 
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an x-ray machine and brief- 
case searches, was imposed 
by U.S. marshals after death 
threats to the judge and prose- 
cutors, officials say. 

Letelier. ambassador to foe 
United States from 1971 throu- 
gh 1973, was killed in Wash- 
ington Sept. 21. 1976, when a 
remote-control bomb exploded 
in his car. The blast also kill- 
ed Ronni Moffitt, a co-wor- 
ker, also in foe car as it mov- 
ed around a traffic circle lin- 
ed with embassies. 

Letelier served the leftist 
Chilean regime of Salvadors 
AHende, who was Idled in a 
1973 military coup. When kill- 
ed at age 44, Letelier was an 
internationally known critic 
of the military junta that suc- 
ceeded Allende. He was wor- 
king at a left-wing research 
institute in Washington.

This week, the govtynmem u£ Dr. Shahpour Bakhtiac 
undergoes hs first — and maybe last — test. The once- opposition 
leader has already been expelled by his National Front for 
accepting the task oc forming a government. Extremists in the 
opposition are already labelling him an “Ajxkerican lackey” 
and demanding his ouster. He has answered calls for more 
marches and demonstrations against, the Shah by calling a 
march himself in mourning of the dead. But in the end, he 
may find himself squeezed between extremists on both sides: 
Army generals who have already resigned in protest and the 
followers of oiled religious leader Ayatollah Khomeini who 
will settle for nothing less than a change of regime. 

The only breathing space that the prime minister has at 
the moment is that provided by the split in opposition ranks 
between followers of the exiled Khomeini and the less radical 
leaders inside the country. Observers have noted with inter* 
est that while Khomeini continues to call for the overthrow 
of the Shah, the powerful religious leaders inside the coun- 
try have taken a more moderate role with AyatoBah Ahriat- 
znadari merely warning Dr. B&khliar that the opposition will 
not be satisfied by a mere lifting of censorship and dissolution 
of the hated Sa vak- 
il nless the differences among opposition leaders lead to 
street violence the prime minister may be also able to use the 
imminent departure of the Shah for rest and medical treat- 
ment to further defuse the situation. The Shah and foe 
prime minister have indicated that the monarch plans to leave 
for a while so this question is settled. What is not settled is 
the duration of his foreign trip and whether he will return 
at alL Sources close to the prime minister do not rule out an 
extended foreign stay by the Shah but they would not, for 
obvious reasons, want to be quoted as hinting that the Shah 
may not return. 

Whatever happens, basic changes in Iranian- policies are 
expected. The Shah will have to give up any ambitions be 
nrijjht have bad outside his own borders. The Gulf states in 
particular, which have often looked askance at the Stab's 
designs, will have nothing to worry about any more, not even 
if the opposition takes over. The opposition is bound to disso- 
ciate itself from the various aspects of the Shah's policies, 
including foreign ambitions because it has always accused the 
Shah of ignoring the needs of (fie country while pursuing 
grandiose regional designs. At the same time, the Shah or bis 
successors will have to adopt a more defined positron in sup- 
port of Arab rights and against Iarad. It has been a war cry 
of the marchers in Tehran to support the Palestinians so the 
Shah will have to take that into account or a victorious oppo- 
sition will incorporate this line in its own policies. 

What is less clear at the moment is how tile Iranian

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Trade with Taiwan

TAIPEI — 
Chuang Ying-tsung, 28, 
makes $2,300 a year as an as- 
sembly-line worker at the Ford 
Lio Ho Motor Co. plant near 
here. His wife, who works in 
a computer parts factory, is 
paid $1,700 a year. 

Although they and their 
three children must with iris 
parents and cannot afford a 
motorbike, let alone a car, they 
are well paid by Asian stan- 
dards. They have a refrigerator, 
a black-and-white television set 
and high aspirations. 


The Chuangs — and mil- 
lions of others like them — 
are a major reason why the 
economy of Taiwan is boom- 
ing, and will probably continue 
to boom, despite its growing 
diplomatic isolation. They sym- 
bolize a relatively low labor 
cost and high productivity from 
a stable work force. 

It is not that Chuang was 
unaffected by the announce- 
ment Dec. 15 of President Car- 
ter's decision to grant U.S. re- 
cognition to the Peking gov- 
ernment of the People’s Re- 
public of China and renounce 
the defense treaty with the 
Republic of China on Taiwan. 

“I was very angry," Chuang 
told a reporter. Joining with 
fellow workers at Ford, he do- 
nated $8.34 to a national drive 
to bolster defense of the island 
against any possible threat 
from the Communist main- 
land. 

But it is the contribution of 
his laibor to Taiwan’s econo- 
mic strength that may have 1 
more significance in the long! 
run. 

Former UJS. Ambassador 
Leonard Unger noted that Tad-. 


wan has no oil, little coal, 
lifmtflH farmland and virtually 
no mineral resources. 

“What it does have is tre- 
mendous human resources ■ — 
intelligent people who are able 
and willing to work," Unger 
said. 

A spokesman at the Ford 
plant where Chuang works — 
a facility that is 70 per cent 
U.S.-owned — sard the plant 
ranks eighth in productivity 
among all Ford plants in the 
.world, evidence of the people’s 
efficiency and willingness to 
work. 

Chuang, a college graduate 
with a degree in physical edu- 
cation, works on the final trim 
line in the grimy, 6-year-okl 
building. He puts in a 5-day, 
45-hour week working on the 
smaller, European-style Fords 
produced here. 

Taiwan, under the strong 
control of the Nationalist Par- 
ty for the last 30 years, has 
performed a minor economic 
miracle in the Iasi decade. & 
has become the second-richest 
nation in Asia, trailing only 
Japan, and has joined the ranks 
of such countries as Mexico 
and Brazil in the world econo- 
mic-growth derby. 

There is little doubt about 
Taiwan’s ability to prosper into 
the foreseeable future. 

The statistics paint a glow- 
ing picture: Taiwan’s economy 
expanded 13 per cent last year, 
after adjusting for inflation of 
less than 7 per cent. The un- 
employment rate is down to 
a' rock-bottom 2.5 per cent 
while exports zoomed 40 per 
cent this year to a record $12.5 
billion. Taiwan's credit rating 
is tops. 

Despite an outaized military 
force of nearly 500,000 in a 


US. officials here credit the 
government with good mana- 
'gement of the economy and 
efficient use of investment in- 
centives to lure foreign capi- 
tal 

In addition, Taiwan has 
spent billions of dollars on 
new roads, power plants, ports 
and railroad expansion. The 
economic surge has taken place 
"while the Republic of China 
has suffered stinging defeats on 
the diplomatic front. Twenty- 
two nations now recognize the 
regime on Taiwan, and the 
U.S. decision to break relations 
may lead some of them to do 
likewise. 


Despite this trend, however, 
Taiwan has trading relations 
with 140 countries. Of these, 
the United States and Japan 
account for more than half of 
aU foreign trade with Taiwan. 

“Taiwan wiU continue to be 
a - small boat on the ocean of 
the world economy, extraordi- 
narily sensitive to the vicissi- 
tudes in the economies of its 
two leading trading partners,” 
the U.S. Embassy concluded 
before its departure. 

A decline in the U.S. eco- 
nomy, widely predicted for 
1979, might have greater im- 
pact on Taiwan’s trade and 
investment than Carter's deci- 
sion to soap diplomatic ties 
with the longtime U.S. ally. 

Since Japan ended formal 
relations with the Taipei re- 
gime in 1972, its annual trade 
with Taiwan has nearly quad- 
rupled.— (LAT) 


More negotiations

WASHINGTON — 
Despite U.S. denials that any 
decisions have been made, the 
diplomatic signs last week be- 
gan pointing toward the Egyp- 
ti an -Israeli 'peace talks resum- 
ing here shortly under the me- 
diation of Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance. • 

That impression emerged 
from days of confusing signals 
that included an Israeli diplo- 
mat's speculation about new 
talks in mid-January, a U.S. re- 
ton that such predictions were 
“jumping the gun" and ' an 
Egyptian call for Vance to de- 
cide the next step in getting 
the deadlocked negotiations 


moving again. 

. But, after sifting these con- 
tradictory developments, many 
.diplomatic sources predicted 
that the -Carter administration 
— if It wants to break the 
impasse — wiH have no choice 
other than to seize on the ten- 
tative willingness of the two 
sides . to start talking again and 
schedule a new round of Wa- 
shington negotiations. 

Such a course would involve 
considerable risks, the sources 
noted, since neither Israel nor 
Egypt currently seems willing 
to modify the two major op- 
posing demands that caused 
tire peace talks to break down 
during Vapce’s Middle East 
shuttle mission last month. 

However, foe sources added. 
Washington’s much-advertised 
fear of an erosion of support 
for a peace treaty in the two 
countries would appear to 
make a quick resumption 1 of 
negotiations imperative. 

;in addition, foe sources said, 
for foe talks to be effective, 
they would have to be conduc- 
ted at the level of foreign mi- 
nister and defense minister. 
That, in torn, would require 
Vance to resume bis role as 
mediator and. for that reason. 


foe sources said. Washington 
would ha ve to be the locale for 
any new negotiations. _ 

This deductive scenario was 
first revealed by an Israeli dip- 
lomat at a meeting with repor- ; 
ters. The diplomat, who asked 
not to be identified, noted that 
both sides appeared wilhng to 
resume negotiations and add- 
ed: “We assume it will be here 
in mid-month because of Mr. 
Vance’s calendar." 

Reports of the diplomats 
remarks drew a quick and 
emphatic reply fr° m 
Department spokesman, Hodd- 
ing -.Carter. He charged the 
diplomat with “jumping foe 
gun” and, while conceding that 
the administration would like 
to see the talks resumed. Car- 
ter stressed, “There is no time 
set, there is no meeting set." 

uJs. sources said privately 
that Carter's vehement retort 
was prompted, in part, by the 
fact rh a* Egypt bad not yet 
replied to U.S. suggestions 
about resuming the talks. As a 
result, foe sources said, foe 
State Department did aot want 
to give Egypt foe impression 
that Washington had decided 
on a specific course and that 
foe Israelis had special know- 
ledge of k. 

In addition, foe sources add- 
ed, foe United States is trou- 
bled by the fact that- neither 
side seems willing to make sig- 
nificant concessions and wants 
to explore further foe possrbi’ 
Kty' of their giving some ground 
before scheduling new negotia- 
tions. 

Carter referred to that prob- 
lem by saying: “The first thing 
you want to know is feasible 
to do, and for that, you have 
to have something back from 

foe parties themselves How 

you do K, when you do it, 
where you do it, are matters 
which we are trying to work ■ 
out with foe parties. It hasn't 


been resolved." 

Later, though .the Egyptian 
cabinet concluded a six-hour 
meeting by announcing H' is 
prepared to resume ‘‘efforts'’ 
toward a peace treaty. In an- 
nouncing foe decision. Prime 
Minister Mustapha Khalil said 
Egypt’s position would be con- 
veyed to Vance and added it 
then would be up to Vance to 
' decide bow to get contact bet- 
ween foe two countries resum- 
ed. 

Khalil suggested the possibi- 
lity of a new meeting between 
himself and Vance and possi- 
bly also Israeli Foreign Minis- 
ter Moshe Dayan. However, 
he also said the renewed peace 
effort could include direct 
Egyptian-Israeli negotiations 
“at a later stage." 

In stating their position, the 
Egyptians reiterated their de- 
mand for a timetable linking 
the proposed treaty to sepa- 
rate negotiations on establish- 
ing Palestinian autonomy in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. The cabinet 
also insisted anew that any 
peace treaty with Israel must 
not supersede Egypt’s defense 
treaties with other Arab states. 

These are foe principal issues 
foal have caused foe impasse 
in the negotiations. Israel, while 
saying H is willing to nego- 
tiate on Palestinian autonomy, 
has refused to accept a time- 
table and has insisted on a 
dear understanding that the 
peace treaty take precedence 
over Egypt's other obligations. 

However, despite the con- 
tinuing gulf between the two, 
diploma tic sources here gene- 
rally interpreted foe Egyptian 
statement as signalling a will- 
ingness to resume the talks and 
concluded that the United Sta- 
tes, after reviewing its options, 
will have no choice but to seek 
a new round of negotiations in 
Washin eton . — <WP)

Leaving farms 
for the city

GENEVA — The words of 
the popular ditty hold as true 
today as when they were writ- 
ten decades ago. And. wViat 
goes for Paree also applies to 
London. New York, Sydney. 
Moscow or any big city. 

In recent years, young peo- 
ple have been deserting the 
land for urban life in droves, 
and the trend is expected to 
continue to the end of the 
■present century. 

Confirmation of ibe defec- 
tion of form workers, no new 
trend, comes in a report i^su- 
ed by the Bureau nf Statistics 
and Special Studies of Ibc In- 
ternational Labor Organization 
in Geneva. This indicates that 
between 1950 and 1970, the 
agricultural workforce of the 
industrialized countries declin- 
ed by some 60 million. 

The exodus occurred in 
about equal proportions bet- 
ween the countries of the wor- 
ld with a predominantly mar- 
ket economy and (hose of Eas- 
tern Europe where the econo- 
mies are state-planned: in (he 
Conner, a little over three mil- 
lion workers a year left jobs 
on farms; in the taller, a »iitJe. 
under three million. •;•••• 

ILO statisticians expect the 
trend to continue. Their for- 
cast is that between 1970 and 
2000, another 60 mrHion will 
be lost to tbe agricultural la- 
bor forces of the industrialized 
world, both West and East. 
This means a slowdown in 
about two miflion a year. 

One of the principal reasons 
for the flight from the farms 
is that agricultural work has 
little appeal lo young people. 
They find life on the farm too 
confining at all times, and are 
no doubt particularly repelled 
by the fact that the busiest 
season is the summer. While 
other people are on vacation,’ 
(hey often have to work long 
hours of overt i ore. 

Much of Lhe lost labor pim- 
ply represents natural attrition. 
As workers who have spent 
their lives on forms retire Or 
die, no young people come for- 
ward to fill their shoes. Hence, 
tbe average age of the work- 
force is steadily advancing. 

Startling as this exodus from 
foe land may appear statistical - 
ly, it seems to present no th- 
reat to the food supply of the 
world. The kw? of manpower 
is being more (ban compensa- 
ted for by the increase in ag- 
ricultural productivity, the re- 
sult of unprovemeots »Q seed, 
in crop yields, in irrigation me- 
thods and, above ail, in me- 
chanization. 

Farmers in both market eco- 
nomy countries and three with 
planned economies have shown 
themselves capable of produ- 
cing larger and larger crops of 
food for humans and feed for 
animals with the dwindling 
workforce. 

Great ingenuity has been dis- 
played in eliminating some of 
the more disagreeable jobs 
such as seed sowing and crop 
harvesting by die development 
of increasingly complex and 
sophisticated equipment. 

Furthermore, pressure from 
trade unions representing farm 
workers has led to a big im- 
provement in wages and wor- 
king conditions in the past .25 
years. Agricultural wages in 
the more economically' develo- 
ped countries are closing the 
gap with factory wages. And 
faun worker earn a lot of 
overtime, especially ul such 
busy limes as sowing, harvest- 
ing; lambing and calving. 

AJso, farm workers enjoy 
many fringe benefits denied to 
factory workers, such as free 
atxxMXHnodaiiou and form pro- 
duce. They don’t have to com- 
mute and can eat their mid- 
day meal at home. — lOFNS) 


too effective and we felt chill- 
ed.

The Sheikh al Mahshj was 
aubergines stuffed with ground 
meat served with rice and gar- 
nished with almonds.

There was a very attractive 
selection of rich pastries and 
gateaux available from the 
sweet trolley but . foe main 
courses were generous and we 
could not find room for any 
more to eat.

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Up years and down, the American multinational thrives in Europe

BRUSSELS— Slightly more 
than a decade ago, Europe was 
warned that American busi- 
ness was about to take over 
'the continent. But the compe- 
titive balance has shifted, and 
the Americans are taking an- 
other look at their strategy. 

Some of the United Statcs- 
ibased multinational corpora- 
tions that flocked to Europe 
in the postwar period have 
slowed their investments on 
the continent and many are 
sending their American exe- 
cutives home. Some compan- 
ies with plants in Europe now 
find that they can manufac- 
ture more cheaply in the Uni- 
ted Stales. Others are discov- 
ering that exporting to Europe 
^ao be profitable. 

Instead of dominating the 
world business scene as they 
once did, the Americans find 
themselves challenged in Third 
World markets by equally cle- 
ver foreign companies offer- 
ing products as good as or 
better than those made in the 
U.S. 

While the American compa- 
nies have been adjusting to 
more and stronger competition 
overseas, foreign corporations 
and individuals have been ta- 
king advantage of the change 
in economic fortunes to invest 
at record levels in the United 
States. 

“What we are seeing today 
is not the Americanization of 
Europe, but ihe growth of a 
Western-style of business cul- 
ture and taste which covers 
Western Europe, the . United 
States, Canada, much of La- 
tin America and part of the 
Far East, including Japan," 
the chief executive of a ma- 
jor American manufacturer in 
Europe said the other day. 

The often-quoted warning 
about the American commer- 
cial invasion of Europe was 
sounded in 1967 by the French 
journalist-politician Jean -Jac- 
ques Servan-Schreiber. 

He wrote that “by 1982 it is 
quite possible that the world's 
greatest industrial power, just 
after the United States and 
Russia, will not be Europe but 
American industry in Europe." 

Now it seems dear that 
American business has not 
taken over Europe. But neither 
has it been turned out of the 
continent. Instead, American 
business has become an essen- 
tial element in . the European 
economy, existing side by side 
with revised European enter- 
prises. 

The American presence in 
Europe is so immense— and 
still so profitable — that even 
five years of steady decline of 
the dollar, world recession and 
heightened competition have 
not diminished its dimensions. 

What has happened in the 
last few years is that the 
strong, well-managed U.S. cor- 
porations have elected to put 
down deeper European roots 
while the weaker companies 
have pulled up stakes and 
gone home, or moved to ea- 
sier markets. 

“American investment is 
down in Europe, but then all 
investment is down " an Ame- 
rican government expert in 
Brussels commented. “There is 
no trend toward disinvestment." 

According to an American 
diplomat in Paris, “There is 
no strong trend for investment 
up or down. 

“The strong are getting stron- 
ger and the weak are getting 
out," he added. 

The U.S. Commerce De- 
partment reported in August 


that in 1977 American invest- 
ment overseas totaled S 148.8 
biUion, of which 40 per cent 
— more than $60 billion — was 
in Western Europe. 

Sales by American subsidia- 
ries in Europe that year were 
more than $220 billion, 20 per 
cent more than the total out- 
put of Italy, and about II per 
cent of the entire European 
economy outside the Soviet 
Union. 

American-owned companies 
in 1977 were responsible for 
□early IS per cent of all sales 
within the nine countries of 
the European Economic Com- 
munity (EEC), where most of 
their factories and offices are 
located. 

Despite the generally slug- 
gish world economy, Ameri- 
can companies in 1977 in- 
creased their overseas invest- 
ment by 9 per cenL Foreigners 
raised their investment in the 
United States by II per cent, 
bringing the total to $34 bil- 
lion. 

The American presence in 
Europe is small compared with 
the size of U.S. domestic bu- 
siness. But many of the com- 
panies that have established 
themselves abroad are cons- 
picuous, major participants in 
the European economy and 
have done extremely well. 

Last year, for instance, the 
Ford Motor Co. made twice 
as much money overseas as it 
did at home. Citicorp, the 
world's second-largest banking 
firm lafter the Bank of Ame- 
rica) earned 90 per cent of its 
profits overseas. 

A 1974. survey showed that 
such companies as National 
Cash Register, Coca-Cola, Gil- 
lette. Hoover, IBM, Interna- 
tional Flavors, Pfizer and 
Sperry Rand made half or 
more of their profits abroad. 

More recent surveys have 
shown that UJS. corporations 
have slowed their acquisition 
of affiliates overseas and that 
multinationals based in other 
countries are the acquisition 
leadens. 

This, reinforces the conclu- 
sion that the Americans who 
have survived the five-year 
European recession are inves- 
ting in their better affiliates 
and selling off their losers. 

The EEC, which surveyed 
multinationals in 1976, found 
that While Europeans owned 
twice as many international 
companies and were expanding 
more rapidly, the U-S.-based 
companies were much more 
profitable. 

EEC officials concluded, 
from this that American mul- 
tinationals achieve a total 
turnover 43 per cent higher 
than the turnover of approxi- 
mately twice as many Europ- 
ean firms.

And they continue to be strong 
in accounting, management, 
consultancy, and banking. 

In supermarkets, which re- 
flect a dramatic change in Eu- 
ropean eating habits, Kelloggs 
cereals have expanded rapidly, 
as have different brands of 
Florida orange juice, some of 
k shipped frozen from the 
United States and some of it 
packaged in Europe. 

Most American brands are 
manufactured locally. Some 
have been adopted as local. 

“H. J. Heinz has been in 
England so long that people 
ho longer think of it as an 
American company," an Ame- 
rican business expert in Lon- 
don commented. “Hoover is 
so entrenched that the brand 
name has become an English 
verb meaning ‘to vacuum."' 

On the other hand, in the 
broader range of industrial 
output, U.S. companies have 
been set back by strong Eu- 
ropean competition. 

Ten years ago U.S. com- 
panies were the largest in II 
of 12 major industries — aeros- 
pace, automobiles, chemicals, 
electrical equipment, food, ma- 
chinery. steel, metal products, 
paper, oil. pharmaceuticals and 
textiles — as well as in bank-; 
ing. 

In 1976 Americans led in 
seven. West Germans in three, 
British and Japanese in one 
each and one was jointly own- 
ed by British and Dutch in- 
terests. 

“The American presence in 
multinational business remains 
the largest single presence, 
even though it was overstated 
in the late 1960s as a good 
deal of research on non-U.S. 
business has now disclosed," 
according to Lawrence Fran- 
ko. who participated in a mas- 
sive survey of the subject for 
the Harvard Business School. 
“Other countries' multinationals 
are expanding,, not retreating."

researchers at Sydney Hospi- 
tal have released new stabs- , 
tks showing a doubling of 
melanoma victims in only 
seven years. 

Augralia is reckoned to , 
have the highest incidence of 
skin cancer in the world. 

The cause of this form of 
tiie disease has been loosely 
linked with atmosphere pollu- 
tion and possible damage to 
the ozone layer by planes and

Thousands mourn Chou 


for 3rd successive day 


PEKING, Jan. 9 (R) — 

Thousands of people gather- 
ed in Peking's central square 
for the third successive day 
Tuesday to pay homage to 
the late Premier Chou En-Lai 
and call for fewer restrictions 
on their lives. 

Like Monday — the third 
anniversary of the death of 
Chou — it was a festive oc- 
casion as fresh wreaths in his 
memory were laid on the 
Monument to revolutionary 
Martyrs in Tien An Men 
Square. 


Youngsters marched m 
-columns behind the Commu- 
nist Party Youth League flag, 
and some people held a rally to 
demand democracy and human 
rights. 

Their demands included 
better food, housing and jobs. 
Posters appearing in the square 
have confirmed that there has 
'been no official interference 
with the Eree-speech campai- 
gn. 

Chou en-lai has become a 
symbol of the poster cam- 


paign.

China celebrates ties 
with US. folksongs 


PEKING, Jan. 9 (AP) — A 
Chinese military .band played 
the American folk songs “She- 
nandoah.” and “Turkey in the 
Straw” in the great hall of the 
people Tuesday night as 600 
Americans and Chinese celeb- 
rated the normalization of dip- 
lomatic relations. 

The party was hosted by the 
Association for FriendJy Re- 
lations with Foreign Countries, 
headed by Wang Ping-nan, the- 
ambossador to Si no -American 
Geneva talks of the L950s. 

But t be star of the evening 
was Premier Chou En-Iai's wi- 
dow, Teog Ying-chao. Chou 
had hosted then President Ni- 
xon in the same huge banquet 
haU in 1972 during his ground- 
breaking visit to China. 

Among the 300 Americans 
were four visiting American 
senators — Sam Nunn of 
Georgia, William Cohen of 
Maine, Gary Hart of Colora- 
do and former astronaut John 


Glenn of Ohio. (See related 
story, page 4). 

The Americans also includ- 
ed eight former Kent State 
University students, several of 
whom were wounded by Ohio 
National Guardsmen in May 
1970 on the campus during a 
protest against American bom- 
bing of Cambodia. 


•In 1976, bloody rioting erup- 
ted in the same square. The 
demonstrators were condemn- 
ed at the time as counter-re- 
volutionary and many were 
arrested. 

But now the April riots 
are officially regarded as a re- 
volutionary incident. This 
change in the party line unlea- 
shed a torrent of free speech 
that began with wal posters 
calling for the punishment of 
those involved in suppressing: 
the pro-Chou demonstration. 

The poster campaign moved 
on to criticism of Mao Tse- 
Tuog himself, and now concen- 
trates on democracy and hu- 
man rights. 

Only a tiny handful of 
China's 900 million people are 
actively participating in the 
campaign but the crowds 
cheering speakers in the eqoare 
indicated widespread support. 

They also clustered around 
a poster calling for a memo- 
rial hall to be built for Chou. 

There have even been calls

2,300 still stranded in Manila Bay 

10 refugees leave Tung An for France 


MANILA, Jan. 9 (AP)— Ten 
Vietnamese boat people flew io 
new homes in France Tuesday, 

pressing joy for their freedom 
but more than 2,300 are still 
stranded aboard a foul -smelling 
cargo ship stranded in Manila 
Bay.

NEW DELHI, Jan. 9 (API- 
Former Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi’s opposition party hea- 
ded for expected victory Tues- 
day night in two parliamentary 
by-elections in South India. 

One pro-Gandhi candidate 
Nandi Yelliah, was declared 
elected by All India Radio af- 
ter taking a lead of more than 
40.000 votes in the counting 
Sunday in the Siddipet District 
600 kilometers east of Bom- 
bay. 

The second Gandhi suppor- 
ters P S. Sankar, had a lead of 
nearly 15,000 votes at Secun- 
derabad, 650 kilometers south- 
east of Bombay. Both seats 
were won by Mrs. Gandhi's 
backers in the March general 
election in which her party 
was swept from power by the- 
forces of Mamrji Desai, her 
successor as prune minister. 

The vacancies were created 
by resignations late last year. 

Desaj’s Janata Par.ty holds 
303 of the 544 seats in the 
ruling lower house. Mrs. Gan- 
dhi’s wing of the Congress Par- 
ty has 77 seats, counting the 
two in Andhra Pradesh state, 
where the by-elections were 
held. ,
